To Put An End to The Cuban War, No Matter 
What Happens. 



THE DONS WANT AN ARMISTICE 



It is Said This is Desired That They May Make the Necessary Prepara 
tions For Hostilities. 



AN INCLINATION TO GRANT TH/S 



The Spanish Minister of Foreign Affairs Expresses the Belief 
That A Rupture Between Spain and the United 
States Can Hardly Be Avoided. 



Washington, March 28. — President 
McKinley is firmly determined to end 
the Cuban war — In a peaceable way If 
possible, by force if necessary. Spain 
realises this, and has asked the United 
States to secure an armistice with the 
Cubans to allow her reasonable time to 
come to an understanding. 

It can be stated upon high authority 
that there has been noabatement of the 
president's Intention to see that the 
wax Is terminated upon terms that will 
render the Cubans practically a free 
people. It is not believed that tbey 
will accept anything less, nor that 
Americans will be satisfied If we should 
encourage a settlement that would not 
be acceptable to the Cubans. 

ir there should now be an armistice 
It would be with the concession made 
by Spain, at the Instance of this coun- 
try, that negotiations should be opened 
Immediately with the insurgents look- 
ing to the establishment of a perma- 
nent peace upon these terms. 

It has long been the hope of the ad- 
ministration to bring Spain to the point 
of making propositions of this charac- 
ter as the basis of a settlement most 
satisfactory to all parties, and it Is 
hoped from Spain's attitude that this 
time has arrived. 

The friends of theadmlnlstratlon feel 
that the situation is a very delicate 
one and that much will depend upon 
the course congress may pursue. In the 
meantime the president will on Wed- 
nesday send his message asking that 
an appropriation bs made for the aid 
of the destitute Cubans. 



Madrid, March 28.— Commenting on 
the probabilities of war with the Unit- 
ed States El lmparclal says: 

"It is Indispensable to get ready all 
the elements we possess for a naval 
fight, and It Is urgent that the fleet 
should go to Cuba. 

"The United States will maintain the 
advantage If they can place seven Iron- 
clads In front of the Vlzcaya and the 
Almlrante Oquendo, but when our two 
ahlps actually have to light this disad- 
vantage will disappear before the skill 
and courage of our sailors." 

The semi-official El (Jlobo Bays: 

"At a time when the duration of the 
war in Cuba is being brought to a 
close by force of arms, and when peace 
Is being restored by means of autono- 
my, the United States throws down the 
mask which bid her ambition. In 
whose name are tbey going to establish 
intervention, and in the cause of what 
mvs that of revolutionary bandiu? It 
tba'Unlted States will put light to the 
powder they have been heaping up so 
long, this is an Inopportune time to do 

"They will be unable to avert a trial 
of strength, but they will soon se» 
themselves forced to impose reasonable 
limits. It behooves us then always to 
be In the right, not only as a satisfac- 
tion to our consciences, but ss the very 
backbone of our energy. 

"The Spanish government, which In 
«v.-m case will meet the demandi Im- 
posed upon It by the exigencies of the 
situation. Is today absolutely In the 
right aud will make the right known 
•t any cost."

Madrid, March 28.-EI Liberal, re- 
ferring to dispatches from Washington 
attributing to President McKinley a 
decision to propose that Spain should 
free Ct.ba for an Indemnity, says: "The 
government may answer what It 
pleases, but the Spanish people as a 
whole will not deign to discuss this 
proposal. Spain will go to war In ful- 
filling her duty, but not for ephemeral 
glories or the desire of conquest We 
msy emerge vanquished, which Is 
somewhat doubtful, but we will never 
come out dishonored."

The dobsons, loosing their hold on tho 
bottom, will be carried by the curreuj 
tbe net Put frogs, crabs and dub- 
in to a pail with plenty of grass and 
water. If you are to keep them for 
time, change tbe water occasion- 
ally. 

Grubs are excellent bait for tront ear- 
ly iu the season. Tbey are found in par- 
tially decayed tree trunks, stumps aud 
old timbers left in moist places. Cot 
into the wood with an ax, and if yon 
find it full of holes of tbe size of a lead 
pencil knock it to pieces and pick out 
the grubs. Put them in a tin bait box 
with soino of the rotten wood you found 
them in.

Aid 
and MOOT wero indispensable for com 
niumil necessities, therefore the mar 
riago of a sou or a daughter in every 
small oninmon wealth was a matter for 
public consideration. The first step that 
led to matrimony in those remote times 
was to oapture a wife or to purrbaae a 
wife. In this tbe whole tribe assistod. 
and then Joined as of right In the fes- 
tivities that gradually grew round the 
marriage ceremony. In short, iu those 
days the individual was Ignored aud 
had no existence save as one of a gToup. 

Surely we may cousider that this led 
to the necessity for the lord of tbe man- 
ors sanction M bis tenants' marriage in 
feudal times, the lords of tbe manor In 
tho middle ages having appropriated to 
themselves many of tbe right* of the 
tribal authorities of primitive time* Iu 
feudal times no girl could be married to 
any one out of tbe manor without the 
good will of tbe lord of the soil, and an 
heiress mold not be married at all with- 
out bis consent In some instances fines 
bad to bo J aid by tho bride's father, or 
whoever stood to her in tbe place of a 
futber, for louve to give her in marriage 
to a struugor.— Philadelphia Ledger. 



It is said that the first use of coffee 
by man was made by the prior of a con- 
vent He was told by a goatherd of tbe 
exciting effects of the berries when oatcu 
by his gnats, so ho thought he would 
try them aud see if he could not keep 
bis monks awake during what should 
have been their vigils. He succeeded 
admirably and brought coffee into the 
way of earning its worldwide reputa- 
tion. The most active principle of coffee 
is cufTciu. It contains also certain oils, 
which DO doubt have a share iu its ac- 
tion. Many years agu a claim was made 
that green, or unroasted, berries had a 
great value iu liver aud kidney trou- 
ble*. 

Ono enthusiast prefers a mixture of 
two parts Mocha and one part Marti- 
nique and Isle do Bourbon coffee. He 
puts about three drams of this in a 
tumbler of cold water and lets them 
strain and infuse overnight. Tbe next 
morning, after straining, the infusion 
is tnkeu on an empty stomach the first 
thing after getting up. This medical 
authority cites many cases of kidney 
and liver colics, diabetes, nervous head- 
aches, eto. , which, though rebellious in 
all other treatment for years, soon yield- 
ed to tbe green coffee infusion. Tbe 
remedy is a very simple oue and well 
worthy of a trinl. Another use of coffee 
medicinally is in nausea aud retching. 
For that purpose a strong infusion is 
inado of the berries which have been 
ground and roasted, aud it is sipped 
while very hot.— New York Ledger. 
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tho eggs from certain bens to find out if 
there is any greut difference in the way 
they hatch, their vitality, eto., and 
have been greatly interested in the dis- 
coveries. ' The eggs from tbe abnormally 
fat bens seldom hatch. Tbe obickeu 
usually dies on or about tbe twelfth day 
of incubation. When an egg hatches a 
day or two in advance of time, one usu- 
ally concludes that it was quite fresh 
when put iu, but 1 now find that It is 
the eggs from the active and most 
hoalthy hens that break the shell first. 

Five eggs from a little game ben, 
which were all over 6 days old, were 
the first to hatch. Invariably the egg 
from tbe sleepy, lazy hen hatches late. 
Out of 27 bens wbose eggs I experi- 
mented with I found two quite sterile. 
They both lay flue, large egg* of good 
shape and shell, but, thongh I mast 
havo tried quite a dozen of their eggs, 
not oue lias ever hud a sign of a obick- 
eu. I have oven mated them with differ- 
ent roosters, but without avail, and, 
struugu to suy, they are tbe worst tem- 
lys quarrel-

Kentucky". Freakish Well. 

"One of tho most remarkable natural 
wonders I ever saw," said a gentleman 
from the Purchase today, "is an old un- 
used well on the Teunesseo river, down 

"Nobody knows who dug tho well or 
why It was ever dug, a* it is not near 
any farmhonse or village. But tbe un- 
usual thing about it is its freakishucss. 
For instance, Inst summer, during tho 
drought, when water was at a premium, 
I went to tho well while fishing in thu 
neighborhood and found it ovor hulf 
full of the coldest limestone aqua pura 
lever drank. But every fall and winter 
the well goes dry, and there is seeming- 
ly no stream from which the well can 
draw its supply of water. An old man 
who lives near by told mo tbut last sum- 
mer was the only time he hud ever 
known limestone water to rise iu the 
well. 

"'Why,' said tbe old river ninn in 
speaking of tbe mysterious well, '1 have 
drawn the very best of iron mineral 
wator out of it at one time and wbito 
sulphur at another. The negroes say tho 
well is haunted because steam rises 
from it in the winter time, when thero 
is not a drop of wator in it. The blacks 
shun it as thoy would the boss denizens 
of the infernal region*, swearing the 
water is poisoned and that a draft 
from it meaus death to him who swul- 
lowa the potion. Aud it is us queer and 
freakish u spot as ever I saw. ' " — Louis- 
ville Post. 

London Bride*. 

The Britons themselves were quite 
unable to construct a bridge of any kind 
unless in the primitive methods observ- 
ed at Post bridge und Two bridges, on 
Dartmoor, by a slab of stone laid across 
two bowlders. Tbe work, therefore, was 
oertainly undertaken by Roman engi- 
neers. We have, in the next plaoe, to in- 
quire what kiud of bridge was built at 
that time by the Romans. They built 
bridges of wood and of stone. Many of 
tbeso stone bridges still remain; in oth- 
er cases tbe pieces of hewn stone still 
remain. The bridge ovor the Thames, 
however, was of wood. This is proved 
by the faot that had it boeu of tbo solid 
Roman construction iu stone tbe piers 
would be still remaining; also by the 
fact that Loudon had to be contented 
with a wooden bridge till the year 
117U, when the first bridge of stone was 
commenced. 

Considerations es to the comparative 
insignificance of Loudon in tbe first cen- 
tury, as to tbe absence of stone in the 
neighborhood and aa to the plentiful 
supply of the beat wood in tbe world 
from the forest* north of the city oon- 
flrm the theory that the bridge was built 
of wood. We have only, therefore, to 
iearn how Roman eugiuuera built 
bridge! of wood elsewhere in order to 
kuow bow they built a bridge of wood 
over tho Thames.— Pull Mall Gazette.
